“The Skeleton in Armor” had noth- 
ing on the one in a closet of a room 
occupied by A. J. Ayers, medical stu- 
dent residing at 97 Lawton street, last 
night when it successfully defended thé 
residence from a negro burglar and, 
from all evidence, started a Marathon 
which hasn’t ended yet. 

Ayers is a student at the Atlanta 
Medical college, and since fast August 
has kept a real skeleton in the closet 
of his room to aid him in his studies. 

An exceedingly black negro who has 
been seen prowling around the neigh- 
borhood of the Ayers home for the past 
several days, enteréd the residence last 
night and in the course of his prowl- 
ings wound up in the room occupied 
by Ayers. According to Detectives 
Cochran and Doyal, he had emptied a 
trunk of its contents and had ransack- 
ed the bureau drawers. 

In opening the closet the negro evi- 
dently espied the skeleton, which was 
resting in a lifelike position on a pile 
of clothing. 

In front of the closet door was drop- 
ped everything of value which the neat 
gro had collected in his search of the 
room, showing that one glance into 
the interior of the closet had been suf- 
ficient. 

Neighbors state that shortly before 
dark last night a very black negro 
rounded the corner of thé Ayers house 
breaking all speed records and mum- 
bling incoherently as he ran. 

Detectives Doyal and Cochran state 
that they did not hope to catch the 
burglar, as he is probably too far from 
Atlanta by this time.

Washington, February 9.—Charging 
that Louis D. Brandeis, as counsel for 
the interstate commerce commission | 
in the five per cent advance rate case. 
conceded to the cause of the railroads 
to the fatal injury of the public 1 
terest, Clittard Thorne, railroad com- 
missioner of Iowa. and an associate 
counsel in the rate case, appealed to- 
night to the judiciary subc mittee 
of the senate not to recommend confir- 
mation. of Mr. Brandeis’ nomination to 
the supreme court of the United States. 

Mr. Thorne argued that it would be 
very costly to the American people to 
put men on the supreme court bench 
with pre-conceived notions as to high 
returns on railroad investments in 
view of the fact that questions involved 
in the national appraisement of rail- 
roads now going on ultimately would 
have to be determined by that tribunal. 

Summing Up Against Brandeis. 

Summing up his case he declared: 

„ Shave shown conclusively from 
the records that Mr. Brandeis has com- 
mitted himself to the proposition that 
a return on the capital stock of rail- 
roads of 7% per cent is, to use his own 
words, ‘rather niggardly.“ That is the 
return which the interstate commerce 
commission unanimously determined 
wae adequate.

“Dr. Jones, why did you not tell the 
public the size of the spot Mr. Arkwright 
contem ted; one possibly as large as a 
silver dollar, and on this assumption, the 
defendant in the injunction case accepted 
the propositten and it was made the order 
of the curt. 

“Dr. Jones, why did you not tell the pub- 
lic that the ordinary arc light was in- 
stalled promptly, as per the order of the 
court, confirming the agreement reached, and 
just as promptly, more than half the globe 
was painted, shading not only your bedroom 
windows, but your house premises—and the 
whole of Adair avenue. 

“Dr. Jones, tell the public that this was 
done right under your own eyes and you 
never raised your voice in protest, although 
you knew at the time that only the shad- 
ing of the bedroom windows was contem- 
plated in the agreement and in the order 
of the court.

ture of the United States for aggres- 
siveness and conquest in the commer- 
cjal battles of peace. 

New Army, Navy and Merchant Marine. 

“We need a great navy,” he declared. 
“and we ought to Have it: we want a 
great army and we must have it. But 
it is equally imperative that we should 
be ready to achieve our ends in the en- 
deavors of peace, and it is nececsary 
that we should have a merchant ma- 
rine. We are unprepared to handle our 
commerce on the high seas, and I in- 
sist that we must have a merchant ma- 
rine even if we are compelled to con- 
vert some of our fleet of armored cruis- 
ers into commercial freighters. 

„Atlanta, my city, is inland. It is 
one thousand feet: above the sea level. 
I don’t think a ship ever will enter 
Atlanta. But I hold emphatically, nev- 
ertheless, that we must have a mer- 


chant marine, so that the goods of St. 


Louis, New York; New Orleans, Chica- 
go and every sea and river port in 
America can reach their destination 
easily, quickly and surely. 

“Think of it. At Savannah, in my 
state of Georgia, two hundred thousand 
bales of cotton are held, because there 
are not ships to carry them. In New 
York 25,000 carloads of freight are 
congested. Similar conditions exist in 
other ports. We ought to get this 
freight where it belongs, though we 
had to use the navay transports to con- 
vey it there.“ 

Era ef Great Prosperity. 

Mr. Howell then graphically de- 
scribed the progress of American pros- 
perity. The country faces the greatest 
era of prosperity in its history. The 
banks of the land have -infinitely more 
surplus money than they have ever had 
and this money will operate to accel- 
erate and expand prosperity. 

“Cotton is selling now at 12 cents a 
pound,” Mr. Howell said. “I predict 
that in a few years, perhaps in a few 
months, it will bring 20 cents.” 

Mr. Howell suggested 3 
training in the schools as a means of 
preparedness for commerci al conquest. 
He described the work which the south 
is carrying on for good highways. 

Mr. Howell said St. Louis. was the 
most representative American city, ac- 
cording to his ideals, as it always pre- 
sented something new, and always 
proved itself to be lively, energetic and 
progressive.

Calling to the nearest neighbors to 
bring chains and ropes, he descended 
unaided into the well by means of 
groovescut into the walls, bracing 
himself on both sides with hands and 
fabs. i .; 

He was able to pull the unconscious 
tot out of the water, which is 12 feet 
deep, and fasten his own arms to 
trace chains which had been hurriedly 
pieced together,and lowered. The child 
and her rescuer’ were then hauled to 
the surface. 

Estelle was uncenscious and appar- 
ently dead, but Dr. E. C. Smith, who 
had been summoned; succeéded in re- 
suscitating her after hard work, and it 
is believed she is no worse off for her 
harrowing experience.

The attack was made in broad day- 
light.

A number of naval and military aero- 
planes and seaplanes ascended to at- 
tack. the Germans, but they imme- 
diately retreated.

SPECIAL PENSIONS 
FOR 1,000. VETERANS 


Washington, February 9.—Special 
pensions of $10 a month each and 
places on a roll of honor for former 
soldiers, holders of medals of honor 
and over 65 years old, are authorized 
in a bill introduced by Representative 
Sherwood, of Ohio, and passed today 
by the house. It is estimated that not 
more than 1,000 veterans come under 
the provisions of the measure. ,

New York, February 9.— 4 belief

—is contradicted by Health Commis- 
sioner Emerson. In a statement pub- 
lished today Dr. Emerson, says that 
his department has record of only nine 
deaths from anthrax in 1915, and that 
in every case the cause of 
was unknown.

Captain John R. Segrave was in com- 
mand of the auxiliary aruiser Orama, 
which formed part of Admiral Crad- 
dock’s squadron in the battle off Chile. 
The Orama escaped, and later, in com- 
pany with the cruisers Glasgow and 
Kent, sank the German cruiser Dres- 
den off Juan Fernandez island. A 
few days later Captain Segrave fought 
a battle with the German armed mer- 
chantman Navarra, off the river Plate 
and sank her. The Orama was last 
reported at Callao in June, 1915. 

For several days reports have been 
current in maritime circles here that 
the German commerce raider had been 
either sunk or captured by the Brit- 
ish.

Justice 
ly Opposed to Use of Name 
in Connection With G. O. 
P. Nomination. 


Washington, February 9.—Represen- 
tative Slemp, chairman of the Virginia 
republican committee, today made pub- 
lic a letter from Justice Hughes,, de- 
claring: “I am totally opposed to the 
use of my name in connection with the 
nomination and to selection or instruc- 
tion of any delegates in my interest 
directly or remotely.” 

Justice Hughes’ letter, made public 
with his consent, was in reply to a 
letter from Mr. Slemp, which informed 
the justice that Frank H. Hitchcock, 
postmaster general under President 
Taft, has inaugurated a movement in 


the south favoring the justice ‘or the 
republican presidential nomination. 


Slemp te Hughes. 

Chairman Slemp’s letter to Justice 
Hughes and the reply of the justice 
follow: a 

My Dear Justice Hughes: 

“I take the liberty of writing to you 
in regard to a pofitical situation that 
has developed in the state of Virginia. 
Conventions are called in the state to 
select delegates to attend the republi- 
can national convention at Chicago 
June 7. The state convention is called 
for Roanoke, March 29, the district 
conventions at various times and places 
in respective districts. 

“There is a general feeling in the 
state that the delegates in the state 
should go to the national convention 
uninstructed, and there, with the re- 
publicans from the other states in the 
union, assist in selectin the most 
available man as a candidate. I am 
chairman of our state committee, a 
member of congress from the only re- 
publican district in the state. 

“About ten days ago a movement 
started in the state, directed from New 
York city, by Frank H. Hitchcock, for- 
mer postmaster general, favoring you 
as a.republican nominee. He has se- 
cured around him in our state a few 
of his old appointees, Mr. R. E. Cabell, 
former commissioner of internal rev- 
enue, now living at Richmond, Va.; Mr. 
B. A. Davis, postmaster under Mr.

“T enclose you a copy of a letter writ- 

ten by Colonel S. Brown Allen to one 
of my friends, who forwarded the same 
to me. In this letter is explained a 
movement by Mr. -Hitchcock, and I 
have other letters of similar charac- 
ter. You will observe it advocates an 
attack on me, as state chairman, and 
the organization generally, with the 
statement that Mr. Hitchcock is to be 
chairman of the national committee, 
‘and again postmaster general; there- 
fore the dispenser of patronage and 
that those that indorse his views and 
support you as presidential candidate 
will receive commensurate considera- 
tion afterward. 
Jam not willing that I should be 
placed in the attitude of opposing you 
as a candidate for the presidency, and 
this is the view of thousands of repub- 
licans in our state; meither do I think 
it is right for a fight to be inaugu- 
rated in our state against me and oth- 
ers upon the supposition that we op- 
pose you.

The senate committee has conelud- 
ed its hearings on army bills and will 
take up the work of drafting its pro- 
posals for the senate early next week. | 
There also the general outline of 
the plan to be recommended has crys- 
tallized in the minds of the members. 
The bills of the two houses, it is 
expected will differ radically and the 
final legislation will be worked out 
as a compromise in conference, | 
Progress also was made today on 
navy legislation, the measures paving 
the way for construction of battleships 
43 and 44 at navy yards and providing 
for 300 additional midshipmen in the 
July class at Annapolis, being passed 
by the senate. They passed the house 
yesterday and lack only the president’s 
become law.

1 Army Plans. 

Chairman Hay, of the house mili- 
tary committee, and several of his 
democratic colleagues discussed army 
plans with President Wilson during the 
day at the president’s suggestion. To- 
morrow Representative Kahn, ranking 
republican member, and others of the 
minority will go to the white house on 
the same errand. It is understood the 
president was pleased with the report 
on progress Chairman Hay was able 
to give him. : 

It was evident; however, in later 
proceedings of the committee that Rep- 
resentative Hay had not been swayed 
from his opposition to Secretary Gar- 
rison’s proposal for a continental army, 
which the president warmly advocated 
during his recent preparedness speak- 
ing campaign. 4 tness before the 
committee said he was opposed to the 
continental plan. | 
‘So am I,” interjected Mr. Hay. “We 
all are.“ 

Democrats and republicans of the 
committee agreed tonight in saying 
that an army bill would de quickly 
written, although there might be mi- 
nor details which would take considera- 
ble debate to settle. The feature of 
the house bill, it was said, would be 
federalization of the militia through a 
pay bill carryi limitations designed 
to give the war department peace time 
control of training and officering of 
the national guard. | 

Acceptable te Militia. 


Adjutant General Foster, of the Flor- 
ida national guard, chairman of the 
executive committee of the National 
Guard association, was again in Wash- 
ington tonight, and it was understood 
he would be rther consulted in or- 
der that the bill might be made ac- 
ceptable to the state soldiers. 

Coupled with the pay. feature of the 
bill probably will be Chairman Hay’s 
plan to authorige the president to draft 
national guardsmen into the federal 
service immediately in time of War. 
This is designed to settle any conflict 
of authority that might arise and also 
to insure that the whole membership 
of the guard will be available for fed- 
eral uses, the number not being de- 
pendent as now upon how many vol- 
unteer. ' 

For the regular army the bill prob- 
ably will provide 40,000 additional men 
asked for by Secretary Garrison, al- 
though the committee is said to be 
about equally divided on the Hay and 
Garrison plans for making the in- 
crease. Representative Hay proposes 
to fill existing regiments up to full 
war strength and increase only the 
number of artillery’ regiments; while 
Secretary Garrison has asked for - 
ditional skeleton regiments of infan- 
try and artillery to make up tactical 
divisions. Opinions of army officers 
who have testified has been divided on 
this point, but committee members 
think they can reach an agreement 
among themselves. 

Army Munitions. 


An element of the committee favors 
continuance of the practice of gov- 
ernment manufacture of army muni- 
tions, and on this aspect of the plans 
the committee will face a struggle 
within its own ranks. Some members 
believe that those favoring the war de-

CAMPAIGN CREATING 
GENERAL INTEREST 


Reports from the superintendents of 
Sunday schools in all parts of the state 
show that in practically every county 
of Georgia interest is being manifested 
in the second annual “Georgia-Go-to- 
Sunday-School-Day,” which has been 
officially set for mext Sunday in a 
proclamation by ‘the governor. 

The Georgia Sunday school associa- 
tion, of which John J. Eagan is presi- 
dent, has sent to the schoole over the 
state large posters, with a number left 
blank so that the individual Sunday 
school can fix a definite attendance 
aim for the day.

The officer left the general's tent with 
such instruction and, after some time had 
elapsed, returned to report—that the river 
was impassable, on account of the ice!

leaden inkstand at his head! “Go,” was 
his raging exclamation, “and send me @

AS TO RURAL CREDITS. 


At a meeting of representatives of sev- 
eral farniers’ organizations in Washington 
the other day, the rural credits bill recently 
introduced and now pending in congress was 
denounced as a measure under which noth- 
ing definite or substantial could be accom- 
plished for the farmers of the country, and 
particularly for that class of the farmers 
who most need this assistance. 

It was pointed out at that meeting that 
68 per cent of the farmers of the United 
States are tenants, that is, farmers who rent 
their land instead of owning it. This in- 
cludes those farmers who may own a small 
amount of land, like five or ten acres, and 
rent anywhere from twenty to a hundred 
acres more, in the prosecution of their farm- 


ing operations. 


The pending bill makes provision for 
loans to the farmer who owns his land and 
can give a mortgage upon it. But the farmer 
who owns his land free from obligation is 
about the last one who needs this assistance; 
and, besides that, under this measure, the 
farmers in a particular community are re- 
quired to pledge their lands as security for

It becomes a pleasant sea-story with the 
light flavor of romance and human nature 
rising superior to the killing power of the 
big brute conflict of Europe. 

Just how many German sea-rovers are 
now at liberty, and preying upon her com- 
merce, is what keeps England guessing; 
and how they got by—as Kipling would 
say is another story; but in the instance 
of the Appam a new sea-lesson has been 
taught—a lesson of humanity, when it 
might have been otherwise. 

For here were hundreds at the mercy of 
a handful—a few captors who made threats 
to quiet them, but who soon got on friendly 
terms with their prisoners, and brought 
them safe to a port where, as the German 
commander stated, good treatment was a 
foregone conclusion. 

Whatever England’s feelings may be 
over the enemy’s capture of such a prize, it 
is matter for world-congratulation that the 
result is perhaps significant of a new deal 
in sea-warfare. ä 

It was a good pace to set. The daring 
of the deed must be applauded by even a 
fair-minded enemy, while the example of 
the German commander on the side of hu- 
manity should be far-reaching in its good 
effects. 

In the meantime, Mr. Kipling will have 
to revise his bottling-up edict. Evidently,

Start a Fertilizer Factory 
On Every Farm by Planting 
Velvet Beans With Corn 


Editor Constitution: The south general- 
ly, and Georgia in particular, is facing a 
very serious condition, Being the heaviest 
user of commercial fertilizers of any state in 
the union, the great struggle going on in 
Europe has been peculiarly unfortunate to 
us. That is, on the face of things, it ap- 
pears so. Utter inability to secure supplies 
of potash, cotton seed meal, nitrate. of soda, 
and other sources of nitrogen being abnor- 
mally high, and even domestic acid phosphate 
being too costly for profitable use because 


,of the demand for sulphuric acid for ammu- 


nition, it seems that it will be great folly 
to promise to pay about double the usual 
price for inferior and incomplete commercial 
fertilizers. A great many of us will be com- 
pelled to do the best we can without them. 

For the moment this seems to be a great 

shock to, and setback for, our usual methods, 
While we cannot hope to make as much cot- 
ton even as last year, and our acreage 
outturn for corn and small grain will be re- 
duced to some extent, we may console our- 
selves with the thought that we will get 
more money for a small crop than for a big 
one. 
This has been our invariable experience 
since 1865. Still we have, year after year, 
strained our credit with the bank, supply 
merchant and guano dealer, to make more 
cotton to buy more supplies, guano and bank 
credit, The farmer’s most prosperous years 
have been those of forced economy and short 
crops, providentially brought on us. Our 
very hardest years have been those of bump- 
er cotton -crops. 

Baldly stated, every farmer in the south 
may thig year start a guano factory on his 
own land. It can be. started at compara- 
tively little cost, and its output is far supe- 
rior to any other soil-building agency known, 
whether in the form of the sacked material 
furnished by the dealer, or plant growth. 

The by-products are the most valuable and 
costly articles we buy—namely, butter, beef 
and pork. Unlike most by-products, they 
cost nothing, not one cent for preparation for 
market. They do not even have to be sent 
to market. Our own families and laborers 
are here to consume them. We will not have 
to grow cotton, often at a loss, to send to 
the west to pay for them, 0 

Remember, this home factory will set you 
free from dependence on commercial fertil- 
izers, It will emancipate you from all the 
class of credit sharks. Their general estab- 
lishment all over the south will, indeed, 
emancipate and make us free. 

The growing of velvet beans will do more 
for the cotton-growing region than wheat 
has for Dakota or corn for Illinois. Plant- 
ed with corn and in the same furrow with 
it, both being covered at the same time, this 
wonderful crop costs not one penny save seed 
and dropping. Equally as good or better 
corn will be grown; more bushels of beans 
per acre than of corn. . When mature, gath- 
er the corn, Then turn hogs and Gattle 
into the field and they will attend to har 
vesting the bean crop; nor will they need a 

article of other feed so long as the beans 
fast. They will remain all winter in good 
edible condition. The milk and butter will 
be of the best quality and almost doubled 
in quantity on the average farm. The beef 
will be of a superior quality te the corn- 
fed western product. The pork will be firm, 
eweet and juicy, with a much greater per 
cent of lean than if corn fattened. Both 
cows and hogs can bé kept from September 
to April or May on them, and cos a 
cent for other feeds.

action. They were a fine, healthy, average- 
looking lot from the outside and would jus- 
tify the comforting expression of the aver- 
age commentator upon the long, over-flat- 
tered American public health: “We are the 
best fed nation in the world.“ 

If it were not for the fact that such de- 
‘eeption has inspired nearly everybody to 
be satisfied with the wonderful health. of 
Americans thése symptoms would long ago 
have. been interpreted in their true signifi- 
cance and an honest effort made to provide 
Against them. Self-flattery has blinded the 
nation. 

Of the 696 employees thirty-one had 
some form of lung disease; 232, or exactly 
one-third, were in obvious need of medica! 
advice; 172, or nearly one-fourth, were in 
actual need of treatment. 

The number who needed advice or treat- 
ment or both was 327—41 per cent. 

The noble diet of the American people 
had not saved these 44 per cent from their 
infirmities, even though they had not been 
included among the nearly 400,000 who every 
year, as little children, succumb to an un- 
timely death. 

Commenting on this fact, Dr. Slade stat- 
ed: “Forty-four per cent of those exam- 
ined had, without their knowledge, some 
vital physical defect which might have short- 
ened their life by a number of years if un- 
detected. Those in whom we discovered 


nearly one-third of the entire number.” 
There was not much reason for self-flat- 
tery here, but as we advance toward the end 
we shall discover still less.

No change was made in the rule lim- 
iting the number of players to 21 by 
the National league magnates, al- 
though Boston, Chicago and New York 
went on record as favoring an increase 
to 22 players for each club. All the 
other representatives expressed their 
belief that the 21-player limit was suf- 
ficient. President Weeghman, of Chi- 
cago, said that while he intended send- 
ing 26 players to the training camp, 
the rule would cause no hardship to 
the Cubs, as they could get through 
the championship season with 21 play- 
ers eligible for the pennant race.

It is generally agreed among um- 
pires that a pitcher has no right get- 
ting on the rubber unless he has the 
ball in his possession. Such an act on 
the part of the pitcher gives the gen- 
eral impression to batter, base runner 
and umpire that the pitcher is ready 
to deliver the ball. Getting on the 
rubber is regarded as one of the pre- 
liminary actions to the actual deliver- 
ing of the ball. Assuming his position 
on the rubber without the bali in his 
possession is an act of deception, and 
the baik rule was made as a penalty 
for such an act. That is the reason 
coachers invariably warn the runners 
to hold their bases until the pitcher 
gets on the rubber when they are. in 
doubt as to where the ball is. 

There are some umpires and some 
expert authorities who insist that an 
umpire really oversteps himself when 
he calls a balk if the pitcher simply 
gets on the rubber without the ball in 
his possession and makes no prelimi- 
nary motions, simply stands on the 
rubber. They will refer you to Rule 34, 
which covers all the various balk vio- 
lations. They will specifically call

give the umpire the right to declare 
a balk when the pitcher gets on the 
rubber, yet -I have .always strongly 
favored such a version of the play.

been connected with the 5 per cent 
advance rate cases before the inter- 
state commerce commission in 1910 
and 1913, and said that he was first 
asked to participate in the 1913 case 
by.

“Mr. Brandeis urged that. Itake part 
in it,” said Mr. Thorne, “and I told 
him it would be impossible. I had de- 
termined not to take such an active 
part as I had theretofore in rate 
cases. Later at a conference with ¢he 
committee I repeated what I had said 
to Mr. Brandeis.“ 

He said he agreed later to take part 
in the case when Henry Martin, of 
Kansas, withdrew to become vice gov- 
ernor of the Philippines. Mr. Thorne 
said he then became chairman of the 
committee representing eight western 
Kates and also represented interests 
in the case of the National Grain Deal- 
ers’ agsociation, National Live Stock 
association and the Corn Belt Meat 
Producers’ association.

Dumfounded by Brandeis,

HANS SCHMIDT TO DIE 
FOR MURDER OF GIRL 


Albany, N. T., February 9%.—Hans 
Schmidt, the former priest convicted of 
the murder of Anna Aumuller in New 
York in 1918, will be put to death in 
the electric chair in Sing 3 prison 
during the week of February 13. Gov- 
ernor Whitman tonight declined to in- 
terfere with the execution. 

e court of appeals affirmed 
Schmidt's conviction, but called the 
governor's attention to the claim made 
by the man’s attorneys that Miss Au- 
muller died from the effects of a crimi- 
nal operation and, therefore, Schmidt 
could only be tried on a charge of man- 
slaughter.
